“The fanner wants lo be piotected 
by wise tariff legislation from the 
competition ol the other aide; and 
! then he wants the mines and mills 
and factori«%of his own country hum- 
ming with busylrdustry, employing 
well paid workmen who can buy and 
consume his products. When he has 
got consumers, he wanta hla pay for 
what he sells in such unquestioned 
coin that he will know it is good not 
only to-day, but will be certain to be 
good every day ol the year and in all 
countries, ol the world. (Long and 
enthusiastic applause.) Free silver 
will not cure over production nor un- 
der consumption. (Laughter.) Free 
silver will not remove the competition 
ot Russia, India and the Argetlne Re- 
public. This competition would re- 
1 main it you would coin all the silver 
of the world. Free silver will not 
increase the demand for your wheat 
or make a single newcustomer. You 
don’t get consumers through the 
mints. (Great laughter and cries ot 
■No, no.*) You get them through 
the factories. (Criesof ‘That’s right.) 
You will not get them by increasing 
the circulation ol money in the United 
States. You will only get them by 
increasing manufacturing establish- 
ments in the United States. (Tre- 
mendous cheering and cries of 'Hur- 
rah for McKinley.’) 

" ‘Plant the factory by the farm,' 
said Jackson, and that is as wise now 
as applicable now as when the hero 
of New Orleans said it years ago. 
The best thing now is tor the farmer 
to have factory for his neighbor. 
(Laughter and applause.) It would 
be better to have a factory alongside 
ot you than to have another farm 
alongside of you. (Laughter and cries 
of ‘Yes.’) I have no fear of the farm- 
er — the most conservative, the most 
considerate and the most sturdy of 
onr splendid civilization. They are 
not easily misled. They have no aim 
in politics but an honest one. In 
1892, when tree trade was t'ae battle- 
cry ot onr opponents, it was said then 
that the (aimers would follow this 
heresy, bnt it was not so. It was 
the cities which followed the free 
trade heresy in the country. (Cries 
of 'That’s right ’) The country 
voted for protection while the great 
cities did not. This year they will 
vote against free silver; they will vote 
lor a home market, and for a dollar as 
good as gold in every nisrket of the 
world

The same thing was tried in our New 
England colonies, and with the same 
results. Mexico has cheap money, 
and the laborer is paid 55 cent dollars 
and buys with 100 cent dollars; that 
is, he buys all commodities based on 
the gold standard. 

No country in the world, we believe 
gives tree and unlimited coinage to 
silver, and none on a silver basis is 
anything like ns prosperous as ours 
is at this moment. No country in 
the world gives as high wages as 
ours, not as many da} a work in the 
year. No silver basis country in the 
world hai as large a commerce as 
prosperous manufacturers or as well- 
to-do an agricultural class. How 
shall we improve ourcondition, then, 
by adopting the methods of less pros- 
perous nations. Do you aay that our 
nation is so incomparable greater, our 
resources so vastly superior, and our 
people so superlatively more ingen- 
ious and excellent, that we ar capable 
of succeeding even where other na- 
tions less favored have tailed Bosh! 
chin music, it is not a sensible boar. 
Don't take rhancea where all the

MbJ. McKinley’* letter of acceptance 
la as sounil as a gold dollar. The fol- 
lowing nro some of his best points: 

tVhst Free Colnsao Means. 

The character of the money which 
shall measure our values nnd exchange* 
and settle our balances with one another 
and with the nations of the world is ol 
such primary Importance and so fur- 
reaching in Its consequences ns to call 
for the most painstaking Investigation, 
and In the end a sober nnd unprejudiced 
judgment at the polls. We must not be 
misled by phrases nor deluded by fuHe 
theories. Free silver would not mean 
that silver dollars were to be freely had 
without cost or labor. It would mean 
the free use of the mints of the United 
Ptntes for the few who are owners of 
silver bullion, but would make silver 
cqln no freer to the many who are en- 
gaged In other enterprise*. 

It would not moke labor easier, the 
hours of labor shorter or the pay better. 
It would uot make farming less Inliori- 
ous or more profitable. It would not 
start a factory or make a demand for nn 
additional day’s labor. It would create 
no new occupations. It would udd 
nothing to the comfort of the masses, 
the capital of the people or the wealth 
of the nutlon. It seeks to Introduce a 
new measure of value, but would udd 
no value to the thing measured. It 
would not conserve values. On the con- 
trary, It would derange all existing val- 
ues. It would not restore business con- 
fidence, but Its direct effect would l>e to 
destroy the little which yet remains. 

The meaning of the coinage plan 
adopted at Chicago is that anvoue may 
take a quantity of silver bullion, now 
wo>»h 53 cents, to the mints of the 
United States, have it coined at the ex- 
pense of the government and receive for 
It' a silver dollar which shall be legul 
tender for the paymrnt of all debta, 
public and private. The owner of the 
ellver bullion would getthe silver dollar. 
It would belong to him and nobody else. 
Other people would get it only by their 
labor, the products of their land or 
something of value. The bullion own- 
er, on the basis of presentvoluea, would 
receive the silver dollar for 33 centa' 
worth of sliver, and other people would 
be required to receive it a* a full dollar 
In the payment of debts. The govern- 
ment would get nothing from the trans- 
action. It would bear the expense of 
coining the silver, and the community 
would suffer loss by its use. 

RUvsr Dollars Now 00 s Gold Hosts. 

We have coined since 1878 more 
than 400,000,000 of silver dollars, 
which are maintained by the govern- 
ment at ]>arlty with gold and are full 
legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private. How are the 
silver dollars now In use different from 
those which would lie In use under free 
coinago? They are to be of the same 
weight and fineness. They are to bear 
the same stamp of the government. 
Why should they not be of the same 
value? I answer: The sliver dollars 

now In use were coined on account of 
the government, and not for private ao- 
count or gain, and the government has 
solemnly agreed to keep them as good 
as the beat dollars we liuve. The gov- 
ernment bought the silver bullion ut its 
market value and coined it into silver 
dollars. Having exclusive control of 
the mintage, it only coins what it cun 
hold at a parity with gold. The profit, 
representing the difference between the 
commercial value of the silver bullion 
and the face value of the silver dollar, 
goce to the government for the benefit 
of the people. 

Farmer, sad Laborers Would Suffer Moat. 

If there is any one thing which should 
L»e free from speculation and fluctuation, 
It is the money of a country. It ought 
never to be the subject of mere partisan 
contention. When wc part with our la- 
bor, our products or our property, we 
should recelvo in returp money which 
is as stable and unchanging in value n* 
the ingenuity of honest men enn make 
it. Debasement of the currency means 
destruction of values. Noono suffers an 
much from cheap money oh the farmers 
nnd laborers. They are tho first to feel 
Its bad effects and tho lust to recover 
from they:. This has been the uniform 
experience of all countries, and here as 
elsewhere. The poor, and not the rich, 
iro always the greatest sufferers from 
every attempt to debase our money. It 
would fall with alarming severity upon 
investments ulrcady made, U|K>n Insur- 
suce companies and their policy holders, 
upon savings banks and their de|iosit- 
ors, upon building and loan nssociutiou 
members, upon the savings of thrift, 
upon pensioners and their fumllien, and 
ipon wuge-eurucrH nnd the purchasing 
liower of their wages. 

‘ Oood Money Never Made Hard t lines." 

It is mere pretense to attribute the 
hard times to the fust that nil our cur- 
rency Is on n gold basis. Good money 
nevrr made hard times. Those who as- 
sert that our present industrial and 
financial depression Is the result of the 
gold standard have not read American 
history aright or been cureful student* 
of the events of recent years. We never 
hud greater prosperity in this country, 
in every field of employment und indus- 
try, than iu the busy years from 1880 
to 1802, during all of which time this 
oountry was on u gold basis und em- 
ployed more gold money in Its fiscal and 
business o(Mirntions thun ever liefore.

Among the transparencies carried by 
the shouters for Bryan at I>es Moines 
Friday evening were some bearing the 
words, “Silver is the poor man’s money.” 
“Vote for the poor man's money” and “A 
200-cent dollar i* a dishonest dollar.” 
Such sentences show* the drift of the 
public mill*} and reveal only t«t<» plainly 
that with many people the silver ques- 
tion is one of prejudice rather than one 
of reason. What is the meaning of the 
phyase, “Silver is the poor man's inon- 
e.v?” We doubt very much if the man 
who carried that transparency could 
have given an intelligent answer. Under 
present conditions a silver dollar of the 
United States will buy just as much at 
home or abroad ns a gold dollar. It 
makes no difference to tin* workingman 
whether he receives his weekly wages 
iu gold or silver coin. Tin* amount of 
goods he can purchase is the same. Un- 
til the agitation of the silverite* drove 



the gold of the country into hiding places 
workmen were *fteu paid iu gold and 



when this silver craze is squelched they 
will agaiu receive gold ns a part of their 



wages. 

There is one way, however, in which 



silver can Ik* said to be the poor man's 
money. In those countries where the 
coinage of sliver is unrestricted the wage- 
earners are emphatically poor. A list 
of those countries is printed iu another 
column this morning and the wages paid 
to skill's! and unskilled laborers given. As 
was shown by the well-authenticated let- 
ters from Mexico published in the Re- 
publican on Friday and Saturday the 
price of the necessaries of life iu these 
countries is double tin* price paid in the 
United States. Is this "the poor man's 
money” that the wage-earners of the 
United States are to vote for? Are they 
willing to sink to the level of Iho Mexi- 
cali peon or the coolie of ludia? If so 
the way to do it is to vote for the free 
aud unlimited coinage of silver. If n 
free eoinage law such as is contemplated 
by the sllverites he passed, one of tw*o 
things must happen. Either the silver 
of the entire world must be lifted to a 
parity with gold or the silver dollar of 
the United States must sink to the level 
of Mexico and other sil\er countries. 
In that ease the wages of the working- 
man will la* cut in two and he will in- 
deed have cause to tulk of “poor man's 
money.”

The most of his long and prosy speech 
is devoted to what he calls "the para- 
mount question of the campaign -the 
money question.” And us this is in fact 
the real issue other part* of his speech 
may be disregarded, or at least comment 
on them may be |Hi>t|sin«-ti. 

In discussing the money question Mr. 
Bryan assumes at every step that tin* 
standard dollar we now have is too valu- 
able. That aoaumptioo Ilea at the hot* 
torn of the whole argument. lie com- 
plains that the dollar is too dear, and 
that it is growing dearer; and to this he 
attributes all our economic woes, real or 
imaginary. 

As a remedy he proposes something 
which he calls bimetallism, but which, 
so far from that, is silver monometal- 
lism. 

He has much to say about bimetallism, 
declaring that no party oppose* it, hut 
what he really propose* is, in his own 
words, “the immediate restoration of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
aud gold at the present legal ratio of Id 
to 1 without waiting for the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation.” 

Thus is to say, lie proposes to permit 
anyone who lias sixteen ounces of sil- 
ver to take it to the mint and have it 
made into as many dollars ns are made 
from one ounce of gold, or $20.07. 

lie proposes this when he knows, or 
may know by referring to tho published 
quotations, that sixteen ounce* of sil- 
ver are worth only $11 in gold. He 
must know that an ounce of gold is 
worth in the market nearly twice six- 
teen ounces of silver. 

What In* really proposes, therefore, is 
to substitute the silver dollar for the 
gold dollar as our standard, and to make 
the substitution because the silver dol- 
lar is cheaper. 

Indeed, he virtually admits this at al- 
most every step iu his labored argument. 
All his arguments addressed to farmers, 
it* men who work for wage*, t«» holder* 
of iiisiiranee policies and so on virtually 
admit that lie proposes to substitute a 
cheaper dollar as the standard. 

lie tries to conceal the admission by 
talking about a “rising standard," and 
talking about "influences which are now 
operating to destroy silvcrdn the United 
States." But while the attempt is adroit 
it will not succeed. 

We have so “rising standard.” We 
have the same standard that we have 
had in all coin payments for sixty-two 
years. An ounce of gold may exchange 
for more of commodities in general than 
it would twenty or thirty years ago. It 
may, and probably does, go farther in 
paying tho necessary cost of living. But 
it will not go further in paying for lulior. 

Its value measured by the labor stand- 
ard is less than it was years ago. A 
man can earn more of it !>v working the 
same number of hours. Ir. then, lie can 
buy more with the ounce of gold he is 
better off in two wavs: lie gets more 
gold for his labor and he gets more of 
the necessaries uud comforts of life for 
his gold. 

There are no "Influences operating to 
destroy silver in the United States.” 
We now have at least ten times as mach 
silver serving as mon *y, including uctuiil 
coin, its representative certificates and 
Sherman notes, as we ever had when 
the coinage of silver was free. 

There are no influences operating to 
destroy one dollar of this mass of silver* 
amounting to about $o.>0, 000 , 000 , or 
about $50,000,000 more thuu gold esti- 
mated to be in circulation. 

The simple truth is, and there is no 
use in trying to disguise or hide it, thut 
Bryan and the men behind him are en- 
gaged in a desperate attempt to lower , 
the value of the dollar. If that is not 1 
what they ore after there is not a fleam 
of sense in Mr. Bryan’s speech. 

It Is true that he says, "We believe | 
that a silver dollar will he worth ns I 
much as a gold dollar.” It is true thut 
he says, “I am firm’/ convinced that by I 
opening our mints to free and unlimited 
coinage at the present ratio we can 
create a demand for silver that will keep 
the price of silver hullinu at $1.29 per 
ounce meiisiired by gold.” 

But if Mr. Bryan is firmly convinced 
of that, what is he making all this ado 1 
about? The dollar would still he as 
dear as it is now, aud It is the dear ,

The Major Makes a Speech Which 
Rouses the Old Soldiers to 
Enthusiasm. 



Two hundred of Mnj. McKinley's old 
comrades in war called at his home on 
August 12. They came from Cleveland 
principally, hut many of them from dis- 
tant points. They were survivors of the 
Twenty-third Ohio Volunteer infantry. 
The regiment wns famed for its war 
nsord. tin* number of its hard-fought 
battles, including South Mountain, An- 
tietani and (Jen.

Portuguese coin* were freely circulated 
in the United Ntutcs, nnd were a legal 
tender for tin* payment of debt* nt cer- 
tain value* fixed by act of Congress.

The only strik- 
ing departure that was made in the legis- 
lation framed on Hamilton's recom- 
mendations was in fixing the coinage 
ratio la-tween gold nnd silver nt 15 to 1, 
tod tin* Moll of this quickly demon- 
strated what the Populistic Democrats 
call our "financial servitude." That i» 
to say, It ahowed that while the mint* 
of France were open to the free coinage 
of gold nt the ratio of 15% to 1, we could 
not keep our gold from going where it 
would have most value. The difference 
was only about ,1 1-3 per cent., hut it 
was Niitlicient to drive gold out of the 
country, so that iu t lie words of Senator 
Benton its extinction was complete. 

If the establishment of a ratio of their 
own was a strike for financial independ- 



ence of Kurnin* on the nart of the "fa 
thers." it was ii manifest failure, nnd 



established for the first generation of 
the republic a regime of silver mono- 
metallism. Hut this was not in the 
least what they desired; in fact, so little 
were they impressed by the necessity for 
keeping silver ns a part of the circula- 
tion that the coinage of silver dollar* 
was suspended by executive order In 
1805 and was. for domestic purposes ut 
least, never resumed. That is to say, 
the fathers were so determined to get 
back the gold that for thirty year* they 
had been shunting into Kuro|>cuti mints 
that they fixed a new ratio, which of- 
fered .1 per cent, more to the possessor 
of gold huilioti than lie eouhl get in 
France or Holland. That the bullion in 
the silver dollar thus became more valua- 
ble than the bullion in the gold dollar did 
not trouble them much, for they, appar- 
ently. did not want the silver dollar— 
halves, quarter* and dimes of this metal 
being sufficient for their wants— and all 
the subsequent coinage of that much- 
talked-of but little known piece, "the 
dollar of the fathers." was for export to 
the Knst. Here, again, if monetary in- 
dependence was what they are aiming 
at, the result was a failure, for Europe 
diverted into its own mints the silver 
of the United State* a* peremptorily ns 
it had done the gold, for the simple rea- 
son that no law could compel the own- 
er of bullion not to take it where he 
got most for it in returned coins. 

But the Populists are determined to 
have "an economic nnd financial system 
which shall make us masters of our own 
affairs." Among the preliminaries of 
such a condition of thiugs, they are at 
least logieal enough to recognize the ne- 
cessity of interfering with the freedom 
of private contract. That was a cure 
for financial lameness not thought of by 
the lathers of the republic, and is one 
generally deemed to lie contrary to the 
letter and spirit of the constitution which 
they framed. But the transformation of 
the Democrat into the Populist seems, 
among other changes, to work a surpris- 
ing indifference to the value of the safe- 
guards of the constitution. From old 
habit, there is the customary profession 
of allcginuce to "those great essential 
principles of justice nnd liberty upon 
which our institutions are founded." only 
to be followed by n series of propositions 
destructive alike of the principle* and 
institutions. On whatever other points 
the makers of the constitution may have 
differed, they were eutlrely at one ns to 
tin- obligation both of untions and of in- 
dividuals to make nil honest provision 
for paying their debts.— Rochester Post.

Since there 
I* vastly less money metal used in the 
United State* than in France, the in- 
fluence which thi* country can exert 
upon the money market of the world is 
less than the influence of France. And 
yet no one accuses Hen. Walker of be- 
ing less n patriot or less proud of the 
country for which he fought than the 
youngest orator of the for West.

More truth cannot lie crowded into an 
equal number of words than is found in 
this passage of Mnj. McKinley's speech 
in reply to a congratulatory address from 
some of his old comrades in arms:

bor of Ainerlea than to open up the mints of 
the r lilted States to the silver of the world. 

This goes hard and straight to the 
root of the matter. 

Times are not dull in Pittsburg because 
there is no mint raining silver or gold 
dollars in thnt city, but because the 
great iron works are not running on full 
time. There was no mint at work in 
South Chicago when the rolling mills 
were nt work by night and by day, but 
there was a wage roll of $11,000,000 a 
year. It was not beennse of the netivity 
of the mints that Louisiana nearly dou- 
bled its sugar output, but because of the 
McKinley bounty. It was not because 
the mints were more active in 1S01 than 
in 1883 that in the first year men were 
striking because they could not earn 
more than $3 per day, and in the last 
were hunting for work nt 75 cents, and. 
for the most part, not finding it. Tbe 
mints were turning out ns much money 
in 1803 ns in 1801. But the mills were 
not turning out so mauy yards of cloth 
or tons of iron. 

Start the mills and the mints will be. 
come active, lteturn to protection, and 
the currency will settle itself.— Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 



Free Silver amt Wages. 

A correspondent attempts to explain 
how wages would he increased under 
free silver coinage by asserting thnt 
“trades unions, through strikes nnd 
other means, would force the price of 
labor to a higher standard.” This is 
sheer nonsense. ... 

Experience lias conclusively demon- 
strated thnt wages, under a debased sys- 
tem of currency, never increased iu the 
same degree as the money cost of com- 
modities. If there was ever a condition 
of affairs which was favorable to such 
an increase it was during the Rebellion. 
We were not only on a cheap money 
husls, but the ranks of labor had lw»eii 
enormously depleted to send men to the 
front to battle for the republic. Yet, 
what actually occurred? Judged by the 
purchasing power of his wages the la- 
borer in 18<i3 received only 70 cents 
where lie had received a gold dollar in 
1990 ; in 1804 he received about 81 cents 
and in 1805 a little over 00 cents. 

But how do workingmen fancy the idea 
of being compelled to resort to "strikes" 
in order that tliulr wages may have the 
same purchasing power that they do 
now? It will occur to sensible toilers 
that if free silver coinage is going to 
precipitate strikes, not really for higher 
wages, but simply to keep the wages 
that nlready exist, it will he the part of 
wisdom to let well enough alone.— New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

The news lias been circulated a good 
deal and not conclusively contradicted 
that this year a good many farmers are 
so discouraged h.v the way their affairs 
have been going thnt they are ready to 
do something unexpected in politics— 
that some of them think maybe there is 
-in, tiling in free silver thnt would 
just fit their case — therefore, that there 
are Republican farmers who if not en- 
lightened are liable to vote for Bryan 
and Watson or Bryan and Sewall. They 
have heard so much about free silver ss 
a patent medicine to cure the rheuma- 
tism. heartburu, earache, fistula, dyspep- 
sia nnd vertigo that they do not know 
but they will try it. If they do they will 
make the same mistake the workmen 
did four years ago and invite even a 
graater misfortune than they tumbled 
npon themselves. There iB absolutely 
nothing in free silver for farmers. 
Whatever they want for relief it eep- 
tniniy is not depreciated money— dollars 
debnsed. We have been going on now 
with dollars of the same value ns that 
of gold for eighteen years and a change 
jn the purchasing power of a dollar will 
not help any honest man, unless it is 
incidentally and in a petty and frac- 
tional way. 

What is the matter with farming? 
The owner of one of the finest farms in 
England, within sight of the forest of 
Windsor nnd the towers of Windsor 
castle, stated to me tliat wheat had got 
so cheap in England that the strnw was 
more valuable than the grain. The de- 
pression is not exclusively American. 
The trouble is acknowledged— wliat Is 
the remedy? Whatever may te wrong, 
nnd however difficult it may he to right 
the wrong, there should not he a farm- 
er in all America so ignorant as not to 
know that the man who has done most to 
frame a tariff law to help the farmers is 
William McKinley. 



What McKinley Has Done. 

Wliat did he do? Consider sugar boun- 
ties, for one thing. If the Inw had been 
allowed to remain ns he drew it Nebras- 
ka By this time would have teemed with 
beet-sugar manufactories, every one a 
help to the farmers, nnd the soil of 
Nebraska is better for sugar beets than 
that of Germany— only needs a good 
start to establish an enormous and in- 
valuable industry. The McKinley duty 
on barlev caused the raising of millions 
of bushels additional to the average of 
former crops, and this reduced sensibly 
the excess of wheat production. This is 
an example of what we mean by the di- 
versified Industry that the protective sys- 
tem promotes. We want more of it, and 
tlmt is MeKinleyism. 

Why are wheat and butter down? As 
to wheat; The use of agricultural ma- 
chinery nml the improvement in trans- 
portation lias cheapened lalsir and ex- 
tended available territory. Argentina is 
a prodigious wheat field. The soil it 
admirable, the rivers nre deep, the plains 
give full sweep to the machinery, the rail- 
roads have nothing else to do than car- 
ry tile wheat to market and the steamers 
carry the grain to Liverpool in huge car- 
goes. Sailing vessels whose sails are 
pulled about By steam, saving hands, 
cheapen the cost of putting down Ar- 
gentina wheat in Liverpool, Egypt, India, 
Canada, Russia, compete with iih in the 
wheat market of Western Europe. The 
world is a sort of country neighborhood. 

What Is the matter with blitter? Let 
the price of butter go up in New York 
to "o or 30 cents a pound— a living can 
he mode producing butter nt those fig- 



iires— what happens? A cable message 
goes to Australia and there _ are ship- 



ments of thousands of toils of excellent 
butter at once. And It can be placed 
in New York and profitably sold nt 13 
cents a pound. It cannot he produced 
in New York nt those figures. This ii- 
lustration is not imaginary. The trans- 
actions supposed have occurred recently. 

Wliat i« tne remedy? We can answer 
confidently that the coinage of more 
silver dollars will not be a help. W e 
ought to raise our own barley, our own 
hops, our own eggs, chickens, onions 
ui„i potatoes, to make our own sugar 



ami our own tinplate, so as to give the 
advantage of our own markets, the most 



valuable in the world or that ever were 



in it, to our owu people. The produc-

would turn over to American working- 
men 100,000,000 of gold dollars aiiuuully, 
nnd then custom would improve the 
value of the farms. There is no patent 
nostrum about this.
